PLAN TO SWINDLE FARMERS. 


QUICK DEPOSIT AND WITHDRAW- 
AL OF FUNDS. 


Extensive Arrangements Suspected to 
Work Off Laclede County Dollar 
Land at Forty Dollars 
an Acre. 


Dr. C. A. Peterson, manager of the Thiel 
Detective Agency, in prosecuting his search 
into the history of A. B. Johnson, alias 
Charles E. Brown and numerous other 
aliases, who js held in this city on a charge 
of forging a draft on the Merchants-La- 
clede Bank; has uncovered a scheme of 
“rushing” banks uncommon in this sec- 
tion of the country. 

He has also found what he believes 
partially completed plan to swindle gullible 
farmers on land in Laclede County, this 
State. 

The details of the “rush act’’ were fur- 
nished by the National Bank of Commerce 
orf Kansas City, which institution considers 
liself fortunate at losing only $15 by the 
transaction. In December, 1899, A. B. John- 
fon «nade the following depos.ts in that 
bank: December 4, $64; December 6, $195; 
December 8, $55, netting a total $314. 
“he withdrawals by check were: December 
6, $64; December 7, $120; December §&, 80; 
December 9, $15; De — rll, $65; December 
2, $25, al total of $ $323 : 

It is pointed out how in the rapidity of 
deposits and withdrawals during one 
month it is extremely difficult‘for the book- 
keepers to keep trace of a single account, 
and consequently how easily it could be 
overdrawn. 

The Thiel Agency has not encountered 
Such a plan before, and Dr. Peterson be- 
lieves it is new—at least in the west. 

The alleged attempted land swindle wa6 
discovered at the same time. Among John- 
son's papers was found an application for 
a loan made out on blanke of the Kansas 
City Investment Cempany. It described 
that Ss. W. Powell owned a $4000 tract of 
land in Laclede vunty, one miije from Leop- 
anon. The accuracy of the description of 

e land, its location and va:ue,. is at- 
tésted by signatures purporting to be these 
of C. C. Howard and William Crow, Jr., 
of Lebanon. 

Dr. Peterson surmised that the real 
soheme was not to borrow, but to rep- 
resent to a seeker for a farm that ‘‘Pow- 
ell” needed more than $1000 and wouid 
sacrifice the land for $2000 or $3000. and 

us realize on the certificate. Through the 
Thiel] branch at Kansas City it was learned 
that the Kansas City Investnient Co. closed 
the business in 189%. The application tor a 
loan bore ‘he date of Jan. 8, 19”. The proper- 
ty itself was next inspected. it had been 
sold by Josie M. Wood to O. B. Jacobson 
and from him deeded to S. W. Poweil, 
both of whom, the detectives claim, 1s 
Johnson himself. It was also found that 
the land was worth $100 instead of $4KJ, 
and that it was situated 21 miles from 
— instead of one mile from that 
city 

Other developments in the prosecution of 
this branch of the investization: led the 
detectives to believe-that there exists a 
big scheme to work off $1 Laclede County 
Jand for $40 per acre, and that there is a 
conjunction between parties in Laclede 
County and alleged real estate dealers in 
Des Moines, Io. Dr. Peterson says he is 
satisfied that Johnson was the head of the 
lowa end. 

In following this up the detectives found 
that Jacobson or Powel! or Johnson had 
een a depositor in the New England Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City under the name 
of C. R. Johnson. Among his effects was 
found a pass book on the bank. C orrespond- 
.@nce elicited the information that the de- 
* positor had secured the recommendation 
of the National Savings Bank of Des 

Oines, Io. In Kansas ( ity he had given 
is address at 482 Main street and 6 Main 
stree;. Detectives found that there existed 
no such n'mmber as the former and that 
the last occupant of 546 Main street had 
been an auctioneer, who did not correspond 
with the description of C. R. Johnson. The 
account at the New England Bank is bal- 
anced, and there ts no charge, but it served 
as a clew in tracing A. B. Johnson, who 
“rushed” the National Bank of < ‘ommerce 
of that city. The latter bank people rec- 
ognized the description and explained the 
“rush act.” They also showed in their cor- 
respondence how A. B. Johnson had been 
traced to McPherson, Kan., and that they 
had written there to the Farme ‘TS and 
Merchants’ Bank inquiring for him. 

he Kansas City bank submitted two let- 
ters to the Thiei Agency which the detec- 
tives say were written by the same person, 
The first is signed A. B. Johnson and au- 
thorizes the McPherson Bank to pay draft 

for $48, drawn by him in favor of D. K. 
Breneman. The second came from Liberal, 

an., authorizing the bark to remit a 
balance to A. B. Johrson. This was signed 
Ww. . Preston. The “A. B. Johnsen’ in 
both letters corresponds with the signature 
left in Kansas City on the ident. fication 
card of the National Bank of € ommerce 
: We know it is the same man.” said Dr. 
Peterson, “and it.{s also the same man who 
Was attempting to work tre Laclede Coun. 
ty land swindle. After doing Kansas City 
he came here, worked the Merchants-Lac- 
lede Bank, went to Philadelphia and re- 
turned to Des.

Boatmen’s Bank “thesebeed 100 of 
Them, for $8 Each, Signed With 


a Rubber Sanp. 


The Boatmen’s Bank has received within 

the past week 100 ehecks for $8 each, drawn 
on their bank, signed with a stamp, “Allen 
Stamp and Seal Co.,’’ and made payable to 
I’. L. Stone, all of which the bank re- 
turned as worthless. The Allen Stamp And 
Seal Co. has no account with the bank and 
is not known to the bank officials. Besides 
the stamp of the company, the worthless 
checks. bear the signature of “F. L. Stone’ 
as an officer of the company. 
A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
Sedalia, Mo., Thursday morning, atates that 
a well-dressed mean, apparently about 2 
years old, passed checks for $8, each signed 
with the rubber stamp and his signature, 
on several stores in that city Wecnesday, 
among them Ott’s drug store, McGowan’'s 
drug store and Abell’s clothing store. 

Sione arrived in Sedalia Tuesday. He 
registered from St. Louis and claimed to 
represent the Allen Siamp and Seal Com- 
pany of Kansas City. He took orders for 
stamps and seals from several merchants 
and after each sale endeavored to have a 
check for $8 cashed. He said the check had 
been sent to hian by the firm he represented. 
Some of the checks. offered in Sedalia were 
drawn on the Stockmen’s Bank of Kansas 
City. 

A dispatch from Kansas City states that 
a stranger answering the description of the 
young man who passed the checks in Se- 
dalia stole a reer ge from the office of the 
Allen Stamp and Seal Co. Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

the checks received by the Boatmen's 
Bank come from various points in Missourj 
and Kansas. The checks are of the kind 
which may be had by any person from the 
public desks in the bank.

MR. BALFOUR'S ANNOUNCEMENT 


Text of Salisbury’s Reply to 
M’Kinley’s Proffer of 
Friendly Mediation. 


KRUGER WRITING A NOTE. 


IN IT HE WILL TELL THE WORLD 
THAT THE WAR IS AGAINST 
LIBERTY. 


In London Now the Cry Is “On to 
Pretoria” and “Crush Out the 
Two Little Republics’’—In- 
cidents of Bloem- 
fontein’s Fall. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, March 15.—In a manner 
as official as though a diplomatic notice 
to Ambassadors, Great Britain has served 
notice to the world that she will permit 
no interference with the war in South 
Africa. 

This announcement comes through Mr. 
Balfour and was made to-day in the 
British Parliament. Mr. Balfour is the 
Government leader in the House of Com- 
mons. To-day he was asked by William 
Redmond, Irish Nationalist, whether the 
Government of the United States had of- 
fered its good offices to Her Majesty's 
Government with the view of bringing 
about peace in South Africa. 

To this Mr. Balfour replied: “Her 
Majesty's Government will not accept 
the mediation or intervention of any 
power on the globe in its settlement of 
the affairs of South Africa.” 

In support of his declaration Mr. Bal- 
four made the following statement: 


“The United States Charge d’ Affaires | 


March 13 communicated to Lord Salis- 
bury the following telegram from Mr. 
Hay: 

“‘*By way of friendly and good office 
inform the British Minister of Foreign 
Affairs that I, to-day, received a tele- 
gram from the United States Consul at 
Pretoria reporting that the Government 
of the South African Republic request 
the President of the United States to in- 
tervene with the view of a cessation of 
hostilities and saying that a similar re- 
quest has been made to the representa- 
tives of the European powers. In com- 
municating this request, I am directed by 
the President of the United States to ex- 
press the earnest hope that a way will be 
found to bring about peace, and to say 
that he would be glad, in any friendly 
manner, to aid in bringing about the de- 
sired result.’ 

The reading of this dispatch was greet- 
ed with cheers from the Irish members. 

When the cheering subsided Mr. Bal- 
four said: 

‘Lord Salisbury requested Mr. White to 
convey the sincere acknowledgment of 
Her Majesty's government to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States for the 
friendly tone of their communication and 
to say that Her Majesty’s government 
does not propose to accept the interven- 
tion of any power in the settlement of 
South African affairs.” 

Loud and prolonged cheers followed 
this statement. 


PARIS, March 15.—The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M. Delcasse, in the Sen- 
ate to-day, replying to a question regard- 
ing the intentions of the Government of 
France respecting events in South Africa 
said the presidents of the two republics 
had solicited the intervention of the pow- 
ers. But, in the presence of the telegram 
exchanged between the British Govern- 
ment and the two republics it appeared that 
the intervention of the powers had be- 
come almost impossible. The Minister 
then denied that France had refused to 
join Russia in making a friendly sugges- 
tion in the direction of peace.

To the Editor. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The appeal 
made by the Boer Presidents speaks for 
tself. The war between Great Britain and 
the Boers is a war of defense on our part. 
The negotiations immediately preceding the 
outbreak of hastilities show that the Boers 
committed no action of aggression. At the 
last moment they were foreed to take the 
aggressive, but only after the British Army 
Corps had been ordered to Africa and the 
reserves called out. It 's apparent to every- 
body that Lord Salisbury’s reply to the 
propositions of the two Presidents sup- 
presses the truth and suggests what is mis- 
leading and false. 

Peace existed at the beginning in Oc- 
tober, but in name only. The five years’ 
franchisee, which was the alleged bone of 
contention, had been conceded by the 
Transvaal Government on conditions which 
were fair and honorable. This offer was 
contemptuously rejected by Mr. Chamber- 
lain. 

At least I may say. everybody construed

In view of the progress already 
and of the success which has attended the 
development of the textile interests of the 
South, it seems reasonably safe to calcu- 
jate that the building of new milis and 
the enlargement of established plants will 
add an average of 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 spin- 
dies a year to the South for the next few 
years, and after that a still greater in- 
erease. A very conservative authority has 
estimated that the aggregate addition of 
spindles during the next 10 years wi.) be 
at least 3,000,000, which, added to the 45,- 
774,361 spindies now in the South, will give 
a total of 26,174,361 spindles 10 years hence. 

So long as the South, which is the ac- 
knowledged natural location for cotton 
manufacturing, is compeiied to find a mar- 
ket outside of ite own borders for a large 
proportion of its cotton crop, so long will 
there be profitable openings in the South 
for the establishment of cotton mills. In 
round figures there are about 100,000,000 spin- 
dies in the world.

Still the captain and the mate felt no 
wind. The sailors were running to cover.

The Challenger was fetched up into 
the wind and stripped down to bare poles 
The foretopmast had broken in two pieces, 
the foretopgallantmast lay wallowing over 
the side in two or three pleces.

ORE ASSAYING $40 A TON DIS-

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Have Been Buried a Farmer 
Runs Into the Rich Ore. 


CANAL DOVER, O., March 15.—Malvern, 
a little, out-of-the-way town of 400 people, 
12 miles north of here, ig just now com- 
manding the at.ention of speculators und 
capitahsts, wao ere watching the develop- 
ments of two gold-mining enterprises near 
the village, in both of which the precios 
metal is being taken out in paying quan- 
LliicS 

A year ago gold was discovered near Mal- 
vern, by a succession of strange events, ad 
since then a great deal of ore has been 
taken out, assaying from $8 to $44 a ton. 
Excitement has now reached a high pitch, 
and during the past week there have been 
many men on the ground anxious to invest 
money in ciaims and leases. Land owners 
now refuse to gell or ictase on any term:, 
and the ciaim is made that gold underiies 
ali of the farms adjacent to the mime al- 
ready opened. The story of the finding of 
the first goid by A. L. Wartman is as cu- 
rious aS the romance of Capt. Kidu’s 
treasures, 

Twenty years ago a solitary horseman 
rede into Maivern and dispiayed to the 
people of the town a parchment yeliowed Dy 
age, on one side of which was a curious 
Giagram of some locality. The stranger 
said he wanted to find this locality, which 
he knew to be near the town. He offered 
$40 in cash, his horse, saddie and bridle to 
any one who locate the spot designated on 
the parchment. The citizens turned out en 
masze in their eagerness to win the prize. 
but after a week’s fruitless search, the 
stranger departed disappointed, taking the 
parchment with him. ‘To this day nis name 
and residence is not known. 

Among those who took part in the search 
wag Abert Wartman, then a mere youth, 
The lad was of romantic turn, and after tie 
Stranger departed, continued his search for 
the location given on the parchment. ‘The 
boy had seen the diagram, and spring, sum- 
mer, autumn, and winter he scoured thre 
Malvern hilis four many miles in every di- 
rection. The stranger had intimated that 
the parchment wocated a deposit oL gold. 

Over a year ago Wartmian, now a pro*- 
perous farmer, discovered a curious cave 
about two and a haif miles east of the 

It extended over %W feet under 

, and the spot seemed to correspond 
t location given on the parchment, 
which he had kept in his memory all ‘he 
years. Inside the cave he found several 
curious strata of rock of a sort which he 
had never seen before. Taking several 
#peciments he sent them to Nightingale & 
Sparks, assayers, at Buffalo, N ; and 
after a time received their report, which 
said they had found gold in the rock, vary- 
ing from $12 to $39 to the ton. 

When Wartman announced this fact he 
Was not believed, and not having more 
means himse.f was unable to develop what 
he thought was a bonanza. He secured, 
however, a long-time lease on the land 
embracing the cave and, selling some of 
his personal property, secured a small 
smelter. He opened the cave further into 
the hill, dug the ore himself, wheeling it in 
a barrow to the sme.ter, which he ran 
himself. In this manner Wartman has been 
working for more than a year and from 
time to time has sent his finds away by ex- 
ress to the Philadelphia mint. "hat he 
as netted he will not say, but his persist- 
ence has won him many converts. Re- 
eently Mr. Wartman took as a partner J. 
Austin, a man of some wealth who has 
had considerable mining experience in the 
West. A new outfit which has a capacity 
of about twenty tons daily has been ordered 
and the boiler has already arrived and is 
now in position. Both men are reticent 
concerning their prospects, but the fact 
that they are going right ahead to develop 
the field is evidence to many that 
have a good thing. 

Shortly after Mr. Austin identified himse!? 
with the enterprise some «epecimens were 
gent to J. H. Schott, an expert assayer at 
Colorado Springs, Colo., whom Austin had 
known in the West. Schott returned hia 
report, which stated that the highest as- 
Say he made ran $44 to the ton of ore.

Schott has money and an- 
nounces his intention of developing his 
find himeelf.

Important Decision by the 
Supreme Court. 


TALTY UPHELD. 


ELEVATORS MUST EXERCISE 
HIGHEST CARE. 


Historic Case of Lee Against Knapp 
Important to Al] Citizens as 
Well as to the At- 
torneys. 


In affirming the decision of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court in the case of Lee against 
Knapp, this week, the Supreme Court laid 
down an important rule upon the liability 
of owners of buildings for the manner in 
which their elevators are operated. 

The court’ declares that they are on the 
same plane with common carriers, and 
must, therefore, exercise ‘‘the hignest de- 
gree of care,” and may not escape liability 
for accidents by showing ‘“‘ordinary care.”’ 

Lee against Knapp is what lawyers call 
a “first impression’’ case, because it pre- 
sented to the highest tribunal of the State 
a question of law that it had never before 
Passed on. It was the first case to call 
squarely for a decision of the court as to 
the degree of care elevator operators must 
exercise in order to be relieved of all liabil- 
ity in case of accidents. For that reason 
the decision of the court is of great impor- 
tance, and is attracting much attention in 
legal circles. 

The public also is quite as much inter- 
ested in it as lawyers, as the majority of 
St. Louisans find occasion to ride in ele- 
Vators every day. 

Until this ruling was made, the law on 
elevator liability was in a very uncertain 
State, In suits for damages, courts were 
in great doubt as to the character of the 
instructions they should give the jury. They 
did not know whether to dec.eare that the 
highest degree of care must be exercised, 
or that it was sufficient to use ord.nary 
care. The complications were made greater 
by the division of the views of courts of 
other States on the same issue, some de- 
manding the highest degree and others or- 
dinary care 

As soon as the issue was presented 
squarely to the Supreme Court, it promptly 

k the stand that an e!evator was to al] ‘n- 
tents and purposes a common carr.er, and 
that its liability must be the same. It was 
held bound, therefore, to exercise the high- 
est degree of care. 

Lee against Knapp has been in the courts 
several years, and was appealed three times 
before it was finally settled. It grew out 
of the death of Robert B. Lee, a messenger 
doy, from injuries which he received in the 
defendant's elevator. His parents brought 
suit for damages. At the first trial the 
plaintiffs secured a verdict for $1600. This 
Was reversed by the Court of Appeals in 
a technicality. At the second tr'‘al. be- 
fore a spécial jury, a verdict of damages 
was returned. The trial Judge set this aside 
on the ground that it was ridiculous. The 
defendant appealed to the Supreme Court, 
but the ruling of the lower court was sus- 
tained. 

The third trial was had before Judge 
John A. Talty soon after he was elected to 
the Circuit bench. At the conclusion of the 
presentation of evidence Judge Talty -in- 
etructed the jury thut the owners of the 
elevator were charged with the highest de- 

ree of care in operating it, and that the 

uty they owed those riding upon it was 
the same as that of a common carrier to its 
Passen ers. A verdict was returned for the 
Plaintiffs, and the defendant appealed the

PHILIP RAAEN BADLY BURNED. 


THE OTHERS HAD GONE TO HIS 
RESCUE. 


Broken Wire Left Dangling Over the 
Pavement for School Children 
to Play With—Harmless in 
Day Time. 


Little Philip Ranen ts recovering from 
injuries which came near costing him his 
life. The boy is 10 years old and lives at 
$128 Minnesota avenue. 

As stated in late editions of Wednesday's 
Post-Dispatch he was shocked by a live 
wire while playing in front of his home. 
In the fleshy part of his right hand there 
is a deep wound, caused by the current- 
laden wire. He its stil) weak and nervous 
as a result of the shock, but there is no 
longer fear that he will carry permanent 
marks to tell of his horrible experience. 

One of Philip’s comrades was also 
shocked, and three other persons, 
them women, received a portion of the 
current in trying to. save the boy. 

The wire which caused the accident was 
broken during the blizzard and had not 
been repaired. It fell across an electric 
light wire and its end dangied in the air 


a few feet from the ground directly in 
front of the Rauwen hume.

Mundreds of chiidren passed under Une 
Gangiing wire every day. ‘ine boys thought 
it great sport to catch hoid of the wire 
and swing themselves to and fro. 

On the evening when Pnhilip received the 
Shock ‘Mrs. John Tooley was visiting Mrs. 
Raaen. Jhilip left the house by a rear 
door. A minute later his mother and her 
Visitor heard a scream. They ran out in- 
to the street. Fhi.ip lay unconscious on 
the pavement, holding the end of the wire 
in a vise-like grip. 

Another boy, Charles Goschert, lay in the 
middie of the street. 

Mrs. Raaen became hysterical, but Mrs, 
Toohey retained her presence of mind and 
went to Phiip’s assistance. She caught 
him by the arms. She, too, received a 
ortion of the current and was knocked 
ack against the fence. When she recov- 
ered from the shock she caught up a broom 
that was iying in the yard and with this 
attempted to knock the wire frum the boy's 
hand. Again she received a shock which 
Staggered her and forced her to drop ine 
broom. 

Mrs. Ella Tracker caught hold of the 
boy’s coat and attempted to pul! him away 
from the wire. She received a shock that 
gent her reeling against the fence. 

William Hoffman, who lives opposite the 
Ragen residemce, was attracted by the 
screams of the women. He ran to ther 
assistance and used the broom to loosen 
the boy’s grasp on the wire. Twice the 
broom was knocked from his hands, but the 
thind time he was successful. 

The boy was carried into the house, where 
he was revived. lt was found that the 
wire had burned its way to the bone on 
the outer portion of his right hand, near 
the thumb joint. 

Birdie Tracker, the daughter of Mrs. 
Ella Tracker, was the only eye-witness to 
the accident. She said to the Post-Dispatch 


Thursday: 

“Philip did not catch hold of the wire 
until after he was shocked. He was not 
swinging on it. I was crossing the street 
when I saw Charlie Goschert jump up and 
catch hold of the wire. He went tumbling 
into the middle of the estreet and roiled 
up like a ball. As he fell he pulled the 
wire down until] its end was only a few 
inches from the ground. Philip came out 
and stooped down, I think to pick up a 
etone. His hand must have touched the 
wire. His legs gave wey and he clutched 
the wire to keep himself from falling. It

‘That some reputable Chinese merchant 
who has dealt in teas in the land of his 
birth and who knows all the grades like an 
aipnabet; a Chinaman who can judge in- 
‘elligently of the quality of tea snou.d be 
selected as an expert. I make this sugsges- 
tion for the best interests of the tea trade 
at large. 

“There should be at least one man on 
your baard who has practical knowledge of 
what tea really is. Several years ago when 
the law compelling tea experts was enacted 
I received complaints not only from my 
countrymen, but from foreign merchants 
as well of the unjust examination of tea at 
San Franciso. 

‘They said that the examiners did not 
have expert knowledge and that they con- 
demned teas which deserved a gaod rating. 

“Tea is an important factor in America. 
(t stirred the Americans to war in 1776. But 
what is the matter now with tea in the 
J States? 

Ry Su Americans don't know how to make 
it. You put lemon and sugar and rum and 
other things in it and spoll it. If we gave 
you real good tea you woukl not know 
what to do with It.”

Opinions of Prominent Men on the Ef- 
fect of the New Question in 
National Politics. 


NDPW YORK, March 15.—A daily paper 
prints the following interviews from Wash- 
ington on the President's Porto Rico policy: 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin: Whatever 
is done with the question will not serve to 
alter the result next November. Mr. Mc- 
Kintey will be renominated and re-elected. 

Representative Richardson of Tennessee: 
The great change of political sentiment 
that has swept over the country within the 
last few months is largely due to the vac- 
Cillating policy of the President, and to 
the action of the Republicans in Congress. 
It is, in my opinion, a practically sure in- 
dication of Democratic victory next fail. 
That a change has’ taken place, there is 
no doubt. The attitude of that party to- 
ward Porto Rico has been severely rebuked 
by men of every political bellef. In a word, 
the Republicans have iost ground and tne 
Democrats have gained ground. 

Representative Clayton of Alabama: I 
think the American people have treated the 
Porto Ricans shamefully in dealing with 
them. I,think that the sugar trusis have 
influenced the Republican party. I believe 
now that no matter what the Republican 
marty may do, its past action w.ll go strong- 
y against it In the coming election. 

Senator Clay of Georgia: I think that 
the majority of the poame of the United 
States are in favor of treating Porto Rico 
as a part of the United States; that they 
are in favor of free trade between the 
United States and that Island. I think that 
whatever action may be taken it will now 
count against the Repub-icans and aid the 
Democrats. It will certainly help the Dem- 
ocratic party at the polis. 

Senator Shoup of Idaho: The President's 
attitude on the Porto Rican question will 


not lessen his chances of e:ection. He wl 
be re-elected and the effect of the Porto 
Rican legislation will not be to cut down 


the Republican majority. 

Representative Pearce (Rep.) of Missouri: 
The Porto Rican question bill will not act 
as the bomb rhat many Democrats think it 
will.

They are 
seeking to govern instead of to be governed 
The condition in this State has become in

West Virginia if they wouid make conces- 
gions to a certain raiiroad. In Kentucky 
railroad Gomination caused the murder of 
Goebel. The tier of States in the North- 
West are adsolutely in the power of rail- 
reads. The people must end this condition 
and it is with the hope of arousing them 
that I enter upon this campaign.”

WOMEN BROKE 
THIRST RECORDS, 


Drank Whisky by the Quart, 
to Say Nothing of Beer. 


BOTH KILLED BY ALCOHOLISM. 


SORTUNES LEFT BY EACH CAUSE 
CONTESTS IN COURT. 


Relatives Are Suing to Break Wills on 
the Ground That Their Minds 
Were Affected by Exces- 
sive Drinking. 


NDW YORK, March 15.—Two unfinished 
@ill contests now being tried and one case 
recently finished in the Supreme Court 
have developed three record-breaking drink- 
ers. Strangely enough, two of these were 
women. They were: 

Mrs, Mary Johnson, an ecentric old wom- 
an.who left a fortune for $700,000 ta Catholic 
charches and priests, and who, according 
to the evidence last week, drank frequent- 
ly @s much as three quarts of raw whisky 
@ day, besides a dozen or more bottles of 
beer. 

Clara de Forrest, famed for her beauty 
and her wit, who left two wills, and who 
drank four quarts of whisky a day for 
many months before her death, whicn was 
caused by alcoholism. 

Then there was Joseph W. Pullar, well- 
roomed and polished man of the w orld, a 
avorite with women, who says he drank 

good stiff drinks a day for over two 
years and took a bottle to bed with him, 
and who claimed that while a wreck from 
drink he signed a paper giving away $,WwvU 
worth of proeeety Which his wife had left 
him in her will. 

In each of these cases whisky drinking, 
not of the periodical or ordinary style, but 
in the most violent excess, is ascribed 
the cause at the bo:tom of the suit, Mrs. 
JoBRnson’s terrific thirst for drink, which 
took nearly a gallon of whisky to satisfy, 
together with probably two gallons of beer 
is being presented to Justice Stover and i 
jury as a sound legal reason why her prop- 
erty should be taken from the church and 
given to her relatives. It is being urged 
before Surrogate Thomas that Clara de 
Forest, while wrecked by her extraordinary 
indulgences in liquor, made two wiils, both 
of which ought to be set aside. 

The two women furnisn the sharpest of 
contrasts. Mrs. Johnson was large, un- 
comely, of coarse type, profane and _ re- 
markably eccentric. Her manners are de- 
scribed as of the rudest kind—so rude, in- 


deed, that ehe received visitors at her home 


in her bare feet. Miss de Forrest was of 
queenly beauty, elegant, bri.liant in con- 
versation and famed in two continents for 
the splendor of her entertainments. Both 
were slaves of whisky. 

Mrs. Johnson’s home was at 2013 Madison 
avenue. She inherited the fortune over 
which such a bitter legal fight is being 
made from her brother, Stephen Lovejoy, 
who made it as a junk dealer. She had 
many relatives, but she hated them all. 
It has been eaid on the stand that one of 
her greatest cares during her lifetime was 
@ haunting fear that some of her rela- 
tives might a her money. To prevent 
this it is said that she put into her wiil 
@ clause that if, for any reason, her will 
should be overthrown, the whole of her es- 
tate should go to Archbishop Corrigan. Her 
dislike of her relatives went to such an 
extent that she —_ directions before her 
death that they be not permitted to mourn 
for her. Some of them were ordered from 
her wake. 

She was domineering, strong- headed and 
willful. Her coachman says she feared 
only Father James W. Power, the Catho- 
lic priest, whose church got a large share 
of her estate. 

Her only comfort, eccording to the wit- 

esses, was Whisky. She would get drunk 

efore breakfast. She was of the oddes: 
aeranrence wearing a magnificent display 
ds, her fingers showing four or 
five rings, while her dress was extremely 
simple, and she was more likely than not 
Darefoot, and often appeared that way in 
the street. She had many cats and dogs. 
One of her relatives described her on the 
stand as lying on her couch with six or 
eight cats and dogs playing over her and 
others clustered around 

She was described, on the stand. as being 
profane, especially when speaking of 
priests. A strange contradiction was that 
ehe was devoutly religious. 

Miss de Forrest's apnetite for liquor was 
educated in quite a different way from tha: 
of this plain woman of common type who 
was her equal in drinking capacity. Miss 
Ge Forrest and her sister, {n their saloon 
at No. 2 East Twenty-fourth street. where 
millionaires and princes were entertained. 
sipped champagne and the finest liquors In 
the earer davs of her dissipation. 

The diners they gave, though out of the 
pale of good society, were affairs which for 
elegance of appointment or brilliance of 
conversation none of the Four Hundred 

ould excel. The guests were mostly men. 

ith wine and song and repartee thev 
assed the nights. When they tired of 

ew York they went to Eurone, where they 
were feted by lords and princes. They were 
@lways wittier when they had each a few 
Grinks of rare, good wine—and the men 
fore prettier. So they drank freely, They

It is accepted as a probability at the City 
Hall that the City Council will reject the 
costract of the Kern campany for lighting 
the residence districts of the. city with 
mantle lamps, at the meeting Friday even- 
ing. 

If this is done it will be an unprecedent- 
ed action. A contract has never been re- 
jected in St. Louls under such circum- 
stances. A City Council has never taken 
exceptions to a bond of $200,000, which is 
unquestionably good for that many dollars. 

If the contract Is rejected it is difficult 
to see what is to be the outcome. A relet- 
ting must be under the same ordinance that 
the Kern contract was let under. This 
ordinance calla for the lighting of the 
residence part of the city with mantie 
lamps. The only objection made by the 
members of the Board is that a part of 
the district, where there are no gas mains, 
is to be lighted by gasoline vapor. They 
affect to be afraid that if gasoline is used 
somebody may be blown up. The person 
or company getting the contract under the 
reletting would have to light a part of the 
city with gasoline. If the members of the 

uncil are consistent they will reject the 
contract again and this will go on until a 
new ordinance is passed and the situation 
will then be back to the point where 
the scandal cropped out a few weeks ago.

HUNDREDS OF APPLICATIONS TO 
BE ENUMERATORS. 


SUPERVISOR HIGGINS’ WORK. 


Examinations by a Test in Work 
Similar to That Which Will Be 
Required of the Appointees. 


Jerome 8. Higgins, supervisor of the 
twelfth census for St. Louls, is receiving 
applicacions for the 427 positions of census 
enumerators, in his offices in the old Fed- 
eral Building at Third and Olive streets. 

Mr. Higgins has received almost as many 
applications as there are positions ta be 
awarded and they are still coming in at the 
rate of about 2 per day. 

The enumerators will be selected from the 
applicants by the Census Bureau at Wash- 
ington. The day of closing the applications 
will be determined by Mr. Higgins. 

All the app.icants will be examined by a 
test in work similar to that which will be 
required of enumerators. They wilil be given 


trial census schedules io fill out and these 
examination papers will be forwarded to 
Washington by Mr. H.iggins with recom- 
mendations made by hiin. 

Each enumerator will be required to re- 
side in the district where he works. Should 
any district not be represented in the ap- 
plications Mr. Higgins will canvas the dis- 
irict for a capabie enumerator. Judging 
from the number of applications already on 
file this eventuality will hardly occur. 

Outside of the residence qualification the 


chief requisite for census enumerator is or- 
dinary intelligence, which is supposed to 
carry the ability to write plainly. 

Color and sex are not considered and old 
age is not a barrier to the place. The law 
does not fix any age limit and in passing 
upon youthful applicants Mr. Higgins wil! 
~ guided by thelr work in the examina- 

on. 

Mr. Higgins made public announcement 


' recently that application blanks were to be 


had at his office. Following this announce- 
ment applications increased. The applicants 
are required ‘o fill out the blanks in Mr. 
Higgins’ office. 

The applicants include people in many 
walks of life. There is on file the ap- 
plication of one Chinese, who lives in the 
census district which, includes Hop Alley. 
There are schoolteachers, physicians, 
clerks, mechanics and others of varying 
business and professional experience. Many 
negroes have made application. One col- 
ored schoolteacher, a young woman, is in 
the list. The questions in the application 
blank inquire tnto the age, residence, sex 
color, education, physical condition § an 
cen sae former anomevment. The ques- 
ion, ““Do you speak any language 
than English?” is asked, a 

The compensation for census enumerating 
is 2 cents for each living inhabitant and 2 
cents for each death.

INFECTIONS FEARED,

SOLDIERS DEAD FROM DISEASE 
BARRED OUT OF ST. LOUIS. 


BODIES NOT TO BE RECEIVED. 


Dr. Wyman of the Marine Hospital 
Has Sustained the Position Taken 
by Health Commissioner. 


No more bodies of soldiers who have died 
in the island possessions of infectious dis- 
eases will be allowed to come into St. Louis 
except during the winter months and after 
the time has elapsed which the law re- 
quires 

Lately the War Department has been 
shipping back to this country from the 
Philippines the bodies of hundreds of sol- 
diers, many of whom had died of infec- 
tious diseases. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff learned 
that some had been shipped into St. Louis 
who had died from such diseases. He cor- 
responded with Deputy Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral D. D. Wheeler and calied his attention 
to the law. Mr. Wheeler replied that every 
precaution was taken in the shipment of 
the bodies and asked him to make an ex- 
ception in ther cases of dead soldiers and 
not enforce the law strictly. 

Dr. Starkloff wrote a letter to Dr. Walter 
Wyman, Surgeon-General of the Marine 
Hospital Service, inclosing the correspond- 
ence and asking for an expression of his 
views. An answer to thia letter came Mon- 
day. It not only held that Dr. Starkloff's 
position was correct, but went further and 
took the position that no bodies ought to 


be shipped from Islands where infectious 
diseases are epidemic. The letter said in 


art: 

“The bureau is of the opinion that it 
would be the part of wisdom to not under- 
take the transference to the United States 
of the bodies of any soldiers or other per- 
sons, who have ded from infectious dis- 
eases and is inclined to go a step further 
and has already requested the War De- 
artment to forbid the bringing of the 
bodion of any persons who have died of dis- 
ease from the West Indies or other places 
where epidemic disease exists, because of 
the alwayé existing possibility of mistaken 
diagnosis.”’ 

It is supposed that orders have been, or 
will be, ven that no bodies are to be 
returned from these isiands except under 
the conditions, after the lapse of time and 
at the time of year which the law speci- 
fies. If an attempt is made to ship any 
more such bodies into St. Louis, Dr. Stark- 
loff will take steps to prevent it, in the 
interest of the general health.

SOUTHERN SHIPMENTS ARE 
BRINGING HIGH PRICES. : 


PEACH CROP IS NOT SHORT. 


The Time for Green Things Is at Hand 
and Garden Truck Will Be 
Cheap. 


The average housewife does not know 
where the fruits and vegetables she uses 
come from or to what trouble the shipper 
and wholesale merchants are put, before 
they are able to place them on the market. 
The Southern States contribute most of the 
early fruite and vegetables and as @ result 
they are always very high. Later, when 
the home stock begins to come into the 
market, prices go rapidly down. Naturally 
it is to the interest of the grower, as well 
as the local dealer, that the winter should 
be mild, with no sudden changes of tem- 
perature or heavy frosts. In some cases 
a frost in the Southern States does not kill 


the growing plants, but in almost all cases 
it  eouty Gamana them, putting the first 
sh.pments back several weeks, and as a 
result they do not command prices. 
If the frost injures the top of the plant, 
but does not go to the roots, the shipments 
are simply delayed, while no real damage 
is done. 

The past winter was not a severe one in 
the Southern States, but it was notable for 
its sudden and vio.ent changes in tempera- 
ture. As @ result, much damage was done 
in Florida, Tennessee and Arkansas. 

Passing along North Third street, the 
wholesale Gistr.ct of St. Louis, any one not 
acquainted with this region would not no- 
tice a scarcity of vegetables or fruits, but 
the merchant himself feels the effects of 
the winter in this line, Usually, by the 
first of March almost all k!nds of vegetables 
can be found, but this year, owing to the 
Southern frosts yi an ae. ee 
not be procure or “love or 0 , 

Nearty. all produce has a spec.a] time at 
which it may be expected at the market. 
These seasons differ littie from year to 
year. So, without hearing of a shipment, 
wholesale men can guess almost to a day 
when the different articles will appear in 
the market. 

Strawberries are the first fruit to reach 
the market at the end of winter. The re- 
ceipts usually come first from Florida or 
Texas. Of late years more from the for- 
mer, as the Western markets are fast be- 
coming as good as the Bastern and as high 
prices can be commanded here as in the 
East for first stocks. 

About Jan. 15 is the time to expect the 
first strawberries. This year they came 
Jan. 14, selling at 7% cents a quart. There 
is one pecullar thing about this fruit, it 
has almost a set scale of prices. It usually 
opens the season at about 75 cents, and as 
home receipts begin to come in goes rap- 
idly down. Thirty years ago it was no 


uncommon thing to recelve a quart for 
first Florida receipts. At that time the 


| Western markets had to pay a high price. 
'The berry has grown rapidly in favor, and

fruit was much more a luxury than it Is 
now, most all of the shipments came from 
Florida, and with the Eastern demand 


voted to its cultivation. In S8t. Louls at 
present there are only moderate supplies 
of the fruit. In the early part of February 
there were heavy frosts in Florida, killin 
the bloom on the plant, putting it bac 
about three weeks. Receipts at present 
sell around 39 cents. 

Another fruit that has euffered some in 
the past winter is the peach. In Missouri | 
and Illinois the crop has been near!y k'l'ed, 
but from other quarters reports sug«est 
the largest crop for many years. Last year 
the crop was almost a total failure. Usual- 

a bad year is followed by a good one. 
‘Pexas, Georgia, Arkansas, Tennessee and 
Mississippi all report their cro in good 
condition. Other frult has fared well dur- 
ing the winter; these are the ear! “——— 
and are the ones to be effected the mos 
by froste. 

The vegetables have felt the sudden 
changes in temperature. Tomatoes, cab- 
bage, string beans, green peas and gumbo 
have all been hurt by frost. These Vv 
tables which are on the market are of & 
poor grade, but command good prices ow!ng 
to the scarcity.
